In denial of this, Liberals affirm that it is a work of human origin, 
and while it contains some truth it also contains some error; that its 
utterances are inharmonious and # inconsistent in many respects; that 
ft is equivocal in many of its doctrines, false in many of its state¬ 
ments, and absolutely contradictory. 

In proof of this, the following passages are quoted as indisputable 
evidence, ,1. 3. as they are all carefully noted as to chapters and verses, 
we invite the reader to examine them with the Bible in hand, so that 
each one may be studied in its proper place, and considered in connec¬ 
tion with other passages about it. 

As a guarant 1 e that we do not seek to misrepresent the Bible, we 
will most readily accord a reasonable amount Of space in the Indepen¬ 
dent Pulpit for such explanation of them, or any portion of them,as 
our Christian friends may deem satisfactory to them, so that all pos¬ 
sible errors of understanding on our part may be exposed, and also 
that these, at present, very apparent discrepancies may be cleared up :

He made a molten sea of ten cubits from brim to brim, * * * 
and five cubits the height thereof; and a line of thirty cubits did com¬ 
pass it round about. * * * And it received and held three thou¬ 
sand baths.—II, Chron.
